LOOKING BACK into the past, Porterville’s first high school graduating class - the class of ‘97 - had one 
member, Frankie Mabel Flindt. During the past few days, Porterville’s two high schools, Monache high, 
in its second graduation exercise, and Porterville high in its 75th, had a total of well over 600 graduates. 
In those 75 years, the high schools of Porterville have graduated some 20,000 students, with alumni 
distinguishing themselves in virtually all fields of endeavor. Above photo is the Porterville Public School 
- the Morton Street school - facing on Morton street at what is now Main and Morton but which was 
then the north end of Main street. This was actually an elementary school, however, in 1896 the east 
room on the second story became Porterville’s first high school. Miss Clara Henry was the teacher, later 
assisted by the Rev. C.N. Flanders, pastor of the First Congregational church. On the school board were 
J.T. Manter, Emil Newman, and J.A.G. Smith. Also shown is the program for the P.P.S. graduation 
exercises, June 18, 1897, in Putnam Hall, with 13 elementary graduates that year in Porterville, plus the 
one high school graduate. S.A. Crookshanks was principal (he later served for a number of years as 
county superintendent of schools) and Louis Weber was vice principal. Class motto was ‘For Life, and 
Not for School, We Learn.’ The program, containing 26 items, was produced in three colors by the 
“Porterville Enterprise Power Print.” Porterville high school remained in the Morton Street school until

SUBJECT OF KARL OPITZ FRIDAY 


EXETER — Potential market influence of increasing citrus 
production in Mexico, as well as problems and practices influencing 
this production, will be the subject of Karl Opitz, extension service 
subtropical horticulturist, when he speaks at a luncheon meeting of 
the Citrus Men’s club tomorrow, Friday, noon in the Exeter 


Memorial auditorium. 


Opitz spent the greater part of April in Mexico studying all 
aspects of citrus production, including commercial plantings, the 
government experiment station at Nuevo Leon, juice concentrate 
plants and packing houses. He also conferred with James Starkey, 
assistant agricultural attache at the American embassy in Mexico 
City, and checked a new irrigation drip system at an experiment 


station near General Teran N.L. 


According to Opitz, Mexico seems determined to increase 
domestic consumption of fresh citrus and to expand its citrus 
products operations and its foreign export trade. 

At present, Opitz says, citrus production in Mexico is second in 
importance only to coffee, with annual production at about two 


million metric tons.

By MIKE ABRAMSON 


Recent Congressional hear- 
ings. on the nation’s energy 
crisis have convinced Con- 

essman Don Clausen, of 

rescent City, that the 
planned construction of a nu- 
clear power plant at Point 
Arena in Mendocino County 
should proceed in an orderly 
fashion. 

The long-time watchdog of 
the North Coast’s environ- 
mental, economic and politi- 
cal welfare has satisfied him- 
self “beyond reasonable doubt 
that the plant is urgently 
needed, that it would not pose 
any viable or serious threat 
to the public or the environ- 
ment, and that nuclear energy 
is the only efficient, available 
and practical alternative to a 
potentially serious shortage of 
electricity in Northern Cal- 
ifornia.” 

Clausen points out that dur- 
_ ing the nation’s 30 years ex- 
- perience in nuclear research 
nd development — including 
a decade of nuclear power 
plants — we have had a rec- 
d of “no fail” and no dam- 
e or injury to the American 
ople. He also refers to the 
afety record of our nuclear 
subs and carriers, with thou- 

sands of Navy men living in 
close proximity with reactors 
having far less protective cov- 
ering than those in a nuclear 
ver plant. There has never 

m one accidental explo- 
- sion, nor one case of radio- 
active damage to any person- 
_ nel, he says.

From another source. those 
who make a public safety is- 
sue of radioactive waste stor- 
age were accused of creating 
a “red herring.” Speaking at 
-a recent UC conference on 
“Energy and Public Policy”. 
Dr. Chauncey Starr, Dean oi 
the university’s School of En- 
gineering and Applied Sci- 
ences declared that actually 
“the fact is that nuclear waste 
storage is trivial in scope and 
cost, although not in impor- 
tance.” 

For an example, Dr. Starr 
said that “if the electricity 
needs for the average con- 
sumer were completely met 
by nuclear power. the amount 
of waste associated with his 
use per year would equal in 
weight three aspirin tablets, 
and have a much smaller vol- 
ume.” 

For a city like New York, 
he said in further illustration, 
its nuclear waste for about 
1,000 years could be stored in 
a space no larger than the 
vaults of the Chase-Manhat- 
tan bank. 

As to the cost of storage, 
Dean Starr said that our av- 
erage American would during 
his lifetime probably consume 
about $10,000 worth of elec- 
tric power. If that had been 
produced by nuclear process- 
es the lifetime waste storage 
cost would be about $10. 

As to safety, present tech- 
niques permit the incorpora- 
tion of radioactive wastes into 
solid ceramic bodies which

types of metal containers. The 
heat generated is easily dis- 
posed of because it represents 
only a minute fraction of the 
original power. 

Storage of wastes, of course, 
is an essential aspect of nu- 
clear power systems, but the 
techniques now in use are so 
good, Dr. Starr says, that “the 
problem does not represent a 
significant issue in relation to 
public safety.” 

In all ways, nuclear power 
indeed holds the secret to so- 
lution of our very real energy 
problems.

EUROPEAN “SWING BACK T0 COTTON” 
SEEN BY MEMBERS OF TRADE MISSION 


FRESNO — An _ overall 
optimism on the future of 
cotton seems to be growing in 
Europe, according to Jack 
Stone, Stratford grower, who 
has just returned from a US. 
Trade Mission. 

Stone, who is president of the 
Western Cotton Growers Assn., 
was a member of the U.S. Trade 
Mission which visited a number 
of textile manufacturing 
countries. Tom Smith, 
Bakersfield, secretary of Calcot, 
officials of the U.S. government, 
textile mills and cotton selling 
organizations, were members of 
the mission. 

“I found what I would call a 
swing back to cotton. For one 
thing, there appears to be a great 
interest. in increasing the percent 
of cotton in blends. This is also 
seen in the U.S., but I believe it 
is farther along in Europe. This 
is real important. If we could 
change the blend from 65% 
polyester to 65% cotton instead 
we could sell about 2,000,000 
more bales in the United States 
alone. Research which Cotton, 
Inc., the grower’s organization, 
is carrying out in the field is 
most important. 

“The second thing I met up 
with first hand among European 
cotton ‘merchants and_ textile 
mills executives was the fine 
reputation of California cotton. 
It was almost as if there were 
two kinds of cotton - California 
and all the rest. Many mills are 
putting more stress on better 
grade fabrics which require

quality cotton like we have. We 
have some problems with our 
cotton, but it still looks awfully 
good. 

“Since we cotton growers in 
California, with the highest 
wages in the world and the 
highest taxes, must compete 
with cheaper cotton from the 
lowest wage rate and lowest tax 
rate countries in the world, we 
must do everything we can in 
picking, ginning and packaging 
to keep our product high in 
quality and thereby help keep 
our markets,” Stone concluded.
